We have thought it wise to address you a separate letter, 
aside from what is already said in the petition now herewith sent to 
you, explaining to you in detail the  situation,the occasion of the 
petition, and the relation between Mr. William Duncan and the people 
of metlakahtla, 
must 

The present situation demands that something | be done we the 
people of wetlakahtla or else resigary scinsipyay but ruined and dilap- 
idated Wouaen Sec eect here a few years hence, 

wr. Duncan has been with us now these forty-seven years, 
and what he has accomplished has always been acknowledged to him,and 
to all others, as @ great work, To him we owe many things; but there 
is a limit to a man's usefulness and wisdom in this life, We are 
holding Mr. Duncan in our hands as children do their aged father, He 
has outlived his usefulness, and has to-day shaped the policy of this 
community in such a way as to lead us finally to revolt sooner or lat- 
er. And before that comes we have repeatedly consulted him ®n our own 
affairs, one of which is the school matter, and have repeatedly warn- 
ed him of the danger that must inevitably come if he continually dis- 


courages us in our efforts for a higher life and education, 


On this very question of education Mr. Duncan acknowledges 


our need of a high school,and has assured us of his approval in the 
matter, and that he would not at any time put a stumbling-block to 

the progress of the work. This is a plain statement, and we make it 

so that you will not think, and others will not think, that yr. Duncan's 
people are working against Mr. Duncan's work. 

In 1887 we left British Columbia for the sake of freedom in 
civil and religious matters and for the sake of education. We will 
only speak to you of education at this irae: We have here a Day 
School and this has been in existence since 1887. What has it ac- 
complished? We fail to see the fruits of it to-day. The children 
of the community that have attained to any degree of education at all 
have received their training from elsewhere other than at Yetlakahtla. 

If this state of affaits continues in the years to. come sure~ 
ly a community like Wetlakahtla that has received the Gospel for near- 
ly half a century will not always be able to live peaceably under them» 
Therefore after we have held meetings on the subject we have one and 
all decided not to let things go as they are now, but try and move 
onward and upward, 

We want a high school here in fMfetlakahtla such as will en- 
courage our youths to go forward. This school that we want will not 
come in conflict with what yr. Duncan has here already. Far from it. 
It will be for those who are anxious --- and there are many who are 
very anxious for a higher training --- for a complete and useful train- 
ing in the branches of higher knowledge. 

The people want a boarding school, and it will not be wise 
to try to make it an Industrial School, What we need the most is an 
advanced work in education, and if we are given this, the College and * 


University training, or even the professional training, is not so very 


far distant from our present day. 

It appears to us that if this school is granted to us the 
community of Metlakahtla will be on a firmer foundation and it will 
be the means of saving, or help saving, the other peoples of this 
Coast. 

We ask you, sir, to heed to our earnest petition, and let not 
the affairs of one man injure the present existence and the future 
hopes of a large community of people. ret us hear from you, and if 
you desire any further information on the subject we will be very glad 
to write to you again.

Dear Sir: 

Your favor of the lst inst. is at hand, in relation to 
establishing a store at Gambell, St. Lawrence Island. We appreciate 
your suggestion as to the temporary employment of Mr. John Scott, 

Dr. Campbell's assistant, part of his time to be given the store,  ~— 
and part of his salary to be paid by us; also your suggestion that one 
of our firm visit that region next season and look over the ground at 
Gambell and Wales. We expect to make such trip in July or August, 

and will then have a better understanding of the sitvation at St. 
Lawrence Island. 

One reason why we have felt some hesitation about opening 
a store on the island is, that Dr. Campbell apparently has the native 
trade in hand, sending their whalebone, ivory and furs to us, and 
ordering barter goods which.we charge to his personal account, and 
which he distributes among the natives. In order that you may see 
the extent of this business, we enclose Dr. Campbell's personal or- 
der for 1905 which was mailed to us by the commanding officer of the 
Revenue Cutter Thetis, and which we would request you to return 
to us after inspection. We also enclose Dr. Campbell's letter of May 


28th in relation to the natives placing their whalebone, etc., with

him. You will see that Dr. Campbell orders in addition to his family 
supplies, a stock of guns, ammunition, tools, general hardware, ready 
made clothing, dry goods, toys and building materials. We should 
imagine that such a stock would almost do away with the need of a store 

for the coming season, and that any large consignment of trade goods 
arriving there at the same time, would find little demand over and 
above what Dr. Campbell can supply. These considerations lead us to 
think that it might be best to defer establishing a store until we 
have visited St. Lawrence Island, become fully posted, and ascertained 
whether Sotka or Lahti think well enough of the field to warrant their 
taking an interest in the store and running it. 

Replying to your request for information about Capt. Thomas, 

who was grantedpermission to go to Gambell last year, we learn that 
he is going whaling next season with Capt. Newth in the Legeman 
Jeanette. He is now in Sacramento, Cal.

All of this is purely personal of 
course - As soon as I find available time will send financial report 
to date.

Hope the right ones have volun- 
teered for the place, we shall be rejoiced to return, of sourse if 
the right ones don't! offer, we could not desert the work at this 
stage.

By the established custom and according to your wish, expressed 
in your letter addressed to me, and dated April 14, 1904, I have the 
honor to forward to you: 1. A list of all our churches and priests 
in Alaska and the Aleutian Islands, and 2, a list of all our schools 
and school teachers over the same territory, together with some 
photographic views relative to the above, for your annual report to 
the government and to be given to the public. 

From these documents you will see that the orthodox Ghurch in 
the Territory of Alaska and the Aleutian Islands is composed of 16 
parishes, has 17 temples and 67 chapels or prayer houses, with a 
general number of parishioners at 10,589 of whom 59 are Russians, 
527, Servians; 2152, Creoles; 1891, Indians; 1902, Aleuts; 

4028, Eskimos, and 30 persons belonging to other nationalities, 

For the education of the citizens of the Territory professing 
the Orthodox faith, there exists in our church 41 regular chureh 
schools and 6 Sunday Schools with a general number of attendance 


at 887. 


In connection with the schools at Sitka, Nutchek, Kadiak and 
Unalaska there are 5 asylums maintained in which 78 scholars are 
domiciled. 

Besides this for the moral education of adults in every church 
there exists special corporations: Brotherhoods, Benevolent Socie= 
ties and Temperance Societies (15) with a general number of members 
at 1157. | | 

For the physical welfare of the population at every church 
there exists a small dispensary where medical assistance is furnish- 
ed free of charge to all who may be in need of it, and at Unalaska 
public hygienic lectures are conducted for the people. 

For the governing and work in all the above named institutions 
the Orthodox Church has: 1, Bishop; 18, Priests; 2, Deacons; 

44, Teachers; 1, Lady teacher (at Kadiak) ; 1 Catechizer (at Hoon- 
ah). In all 67 persons.
